person whatsoever, or without thinking that I am or can be acquitted before 
God or man, or absolved of this declaration, or any part thereof, although the 
Pope, or any other person or persons, or power whatsoever, should dispense 
with or anr\ul the same, or declare that it was null and void from the begin- 
ning.
